To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  ''yes"  or  "no" 
upon  the  adoptioa.of  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
112  of  the  Public  Laws  of  Maine  for  the  year 
1907,  as  amended  by  Chapter  69,  Public  Laws 
of  1909,  also  Chapter  21,  Public  Laws  of  191 1
